SEC To Suggest 
NFCUS Fee Hike 

Academic Interests 
Committee Blasts 
Dullness of Classes 

The Students' Executive Council will recommend to 
Wednesday's meeting of the Students' Society that they pay 
the new fee of 50c - per student to the National Federation 
of Canadian University Students next year. The motion was 
passed at last night's SEC meeting with only one. dissent- 
ing vote. 

This will not involve any increase in the general Stu- 
dents' Society fees, but merely a reallocation of funds. 



TJio Council felt that since it 
was necessary to pay the extra 
amount in order (or McGill to 
have a vote at the next National 
Conference of NFCUS. McGill 
should pay the lncreaso If it ro- 
mains in NFCUS. 

ACADEMIC INTEREST 

At the same meeting, the re- 
port of the third SEC committee 
on Academic Interests wus dis- 
cussed. Tbo report, based on two 
previous Investigations, presented 
a set of recommendations — "ne- 
cessarily practical ones . . . few 
(of which) are sufficontly com- 
plicated or controversial to pre- 
vent their immédiate introduc- 
tion." These recommendations 
were then returned to the Com- 
mittee's chairman — Dick Cowan 
— for redrafting Into their final 
form. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 
Mont important of tlieso 
were: Tlwt responsible student 
posts be limited to those with 
an average of over 03%; That 
"now techniques, new texnhooks 
and new courses bo introduced 
by Uie Faculty, nnd that a pur- 
go be carried out which would 
root out some of the notorious- 
ly dull and badly hnndled lec- 
tures ...**. Finally, the re- 
port suggested, a permanent 
Academic Interests Committee

should be set np on a campus- 
wide basis, to Include both stu- 
dents aud faculty. 

I.Q. TESTS 
It was also suggested that tho 
University use Interviewa where 
possible, and I.Q. or aptitude 
tests for all students applying for 
entrance to McGill. "If we are 
Interested In lowering tho flunk- 
ing rate," one mombor remarked, 
"wo should try and weed out 
those who are obviously unsuit- 
able before they get In." 
HONOUR SOCIETY 
Tho report went on to recom- 
mond that a campus-wide honour 
society bo set up — similar to 
ones in existence In various facul- 
ties, and also that recognition bo 
given above-average students — 
possibly by allowing them to by- 
pass "tho often Irksome" fresh- 
man year. Students in the pro- 
fessional faculties would also bo 
encouraged, to take more Arts 
courses. 

NOISE 

The report censured noise in 
tho Library and in lectures, and 
suggested that it be discouraged. 

In connection with NFCUS, the 
Council passed a series of mo- 
tions designed to improve the or- 
ganization.' 

NFCUS REPRESENTATION 

In future, McGill «111 be re- 
presented at tho National Con- 
ference by the president of tho 
Students' Society and the Chair- 
man of External Affairs. The 
Chairman of the NFCUS Com- 
mittee will always bo the 
Chairman of External Affairs 
on the Council. Ry this it was 
hoped to ensure that, the posi- 
tion of tho McGill delegates 
would always correspond to 
that of tho SEC., 

TRAVEL BUREAU 
Other suggestions for improv- 
ing NFCUS including tho aboli- 
tion of the Travel Bureau or its 
separation from NFCUS arc to be 
circulated among other universi- 
ties and brought up at next year's 
conference. These are contained 
In a report by l'eter Slater, form- 
er Chairman of External Affairs 
on the Council.

Dr. Israel Efros of New York 
will address a Hillel forum at 
8.30 at'liillel House, 31G0 Stan- 
ley Street, on Friday evening, 
Feb. 12. The topic will bo "The 
Concept of Messlanisiu in Jewish 
Tradition." 

A member of tho faculties of 
Hunter College of the City of 
New York and Dropsle ollego, 
Philadelphia. Dr. Efros Is the 
author of four volumes of He- 
brew poetry, three volumes of 
English and medieval Jewish phil- 
osophy and he Is co-editor of an 
English-Hebrew distlonary. He 
has also done translations into 
Hebrew of Longfellow nnd Shake- 
speare, recently completing the 
translation of Hamlet Into He- 
brew. 

Immediately after the close of 
World War II, Dr. Efros was a 
member of a special mission to 
Europe under the auspices of tho 
World Jewish Congress and UN- 
H HA, Ho visited 18 of tho largest 
D.P. camps In Germany and met 
and spoke to somo 30,000 Jews. 

Winner of tho famed Lamed 
prize for the best works In He- 
brew poetry, Dr. Efros is tho 
President of the Histadrut Ivrlt 
and a fellow of the American 
Academy of Jewish Research.

Viewpoint No. One: 

The U.S. is A Flop 



"Thn Unltod State» has failed 
mlsorably as leader of the free 
world." Such a blunt statement 
does not, fortunately, grace the 
Hps of anything near a majority 
of the world's population; but it 
is heard too often to warrant Its 
being cast lightly aside with no 
further consideration. 

Aside from Communists and 
their dupes, who makes such a 
statement ? "Jump-on-thc-band- 
wagon"-type Intellectuals, nation- 
alists, socialists, and other mis- 
guided individuals, probably ma- 
ke up a majority; but it Is sure- 
ly safe to say that some perfectly 
reasonable people have concluded 
that the U.S is a flop. Why ? 
What are their reasons ? 

KKASONK DKI'BXII 
Their reasons depend, obvious- 
ly, on the relation between % what 
the United States Is actually do- 
ing and what they think It should 
do as "loader of the free world." 
How should a leader lead ? 

Should the United Slates pro- 
vide economic assistance to coun- 
tries poorer or ravaged by war ? 
Most people think it should, and 
(barring a certain sense of Jea- 
lousy) are basically glad to re- 
ceive American aid. Hut floes 
"economic assistance" become 
merely a sustaining handout, or 
does It result In the build-up of 
local Industries ? If the latter 
•• Is true, will these Industries be 
allowed to rompei« with Amer- 
ican home Industries ? "Econo- 
' mlc assistance" carries with It 
the danger of ending In "ecoiio- 
. mlc dependence."

An eminent American Secreta- 
ry of State ("John Foster Dul- 
lest", his detractors have called 
him) has lately passed remarks 
which, innocent as they may seem 
to us, were construed by foreign 
ers to reatl as Instructions on 
how to vote in their elections 
When the foreigners in question 
expresseil their anger at this ap- 
parent tactlessness, they were 
shocked to find that many Amer 
leans did not give a damn what 
they thought about 11. One mass 
circulation American magazine 
carried violently written letters 
to the editor Insisting that any 
American cognizance of foreign 
opinion was nothing short of 
sheer cowardice. 

WHO TO HRMKVE ? 
Once again, who are foreigners 
to believe? This question. In my 
opinion, introduces the real re 
jton why the United States Is 
flop (If It Is) as a world leader 
It cannot supply morale. It can 
not state lis stand; too many 
peoplo say too many different 



things. American is not a firm 
leader — nobody knows what it 
is trying to do. With a press 
that Is always willing to play up 
llto stupidest utterance of the 
smallest polit lean, foreigners arc 
often ready to belclve anything of 
the United States. 

MASS .MORA LB 
If the United States has no far 
flopped for this reason, the rest 
of the world Is equally to blame 
and must participate equally in 
the cure. It happens to be a free 
country, and If "too many peo- 
plo" stop saying "too many dif- 
ferent things" It will no longer 
be free. While more Americans 
should think before they ^speak, 
more foreigners should think be 
fore they Judge they hear. 

If the United States cannot sup- 
ply the morale the world wants 
because Its 100,000,000 people do 
not think alike, then the world 
wants the wrong kind of morale 
It Is not the U.S. that has flop 
ped; It is everyone. 

A real "morale" for the re- 
building of a shattered world and 
for the defence against Commun- 
ism could be cultivated by keep- 
ing alive, everywhere, the fine 
art of thinking for oneself — 
thinking without generalization 
where the" case Is specific ("a 
certain U.S. senator — who shall 
remain nameless — is an Irres- 
ponsible bigot; therefore all the 
rest...") and without simplifica- 
tion where the problem is com- 
plex ("the. trouble-wlth France Is 
that . . ."). 

The alternative Is artificial 
"mass morale", "think-allkeness", 
and the dread spectre of social- 
ism.

Although there Is no quest- 
Ion that the U.S. is the lender, 
there is much discussion on the 
relative merits of their foreign 
policy and methods. 

It Is quite evident that their 
policy is keyed to the halting of 
world Communism politically, ec- 
onomically and militarlstlcally. 

POMTICAU-V 
Politically, the struggle bet- 
ween east and west is a conflict 
of ideals and the way of life. 
Politically, the U.S. is interested 
in keeping the pro-western lead- 
ers of Continental Europe and 
Asia in power. The method used 
Is one of Indirect and at times 
even direct influence Jn free elect- 
ions wherever and whenever such 
are held. This Influence Is 
brought about by lucrative prom- 
ises of economic aid, military sec- 
urity and even more direct in- 
fluences, such as the distribution 
of food. Many people, criticize the 
U.S. for this by saying that it ia 
an infringement on the right of 
autonomous states and is nothing 
short of bribery, it Is nothing, 
however, skin to the now familiar 
Communistic tactics where tanks 
and troops are marched In and

the right of free elections and 
opposition parties annihilated. 
Possibly the U.S. policy is not in 
strict accordance with philosoph- 
ical democracy; however, the 
more practical outlook Is a ne- 
cessity. Few will deny that it is 
vitally lmportnnt that nations re- 
main favourable to the Western 
world. If we arc to be eventually 
victorious in maintaining our 
freedoms, which we now take for

KCOXOMIOAIjM* » 
Economically the U.S. foreign 
policy Is aimed nt maintaining 
the economic solvency of the war- 
ravnged countries. This policy was 
first instituted by the Marshnll 
Plan which indiscriminately pour- 
ed funds into the coffers of tho 
nutlous of western Europe. Today, 
even though this policy Is basic- 
ally maintained, more care and 
discrimination is used. Where 
once money was given Irrespective 
of attitude and policy differences 
of these nations, today money, for 
the most part, is given only when 
some semblance of ngreement and 
correlation of policy exists. This 
new policy has likewise been the 
victim of much criticism, but 
once again realism Is a necessity. 
If the U.S. is to he the economic 



going wrong in the world, we 
must have someone to blanio.

It gets to tho point where 
attacking tho man on top gets to 
be fun; wo obtain emotional re- 
lease from it. 

We hope that we have not suc- 



cumbed to this tendency. We do 
not think that the United States 
is a "leader Into ruin" — if the 
world Is heading towards ruin, 
two billion people are participa- 
ting equally in its downfall. It It 
Is heading towards resurrection, 
it is due to the efforts of that 
same two billion people.

On November i, 1552, the 
American people went to the polls 
to select a government and pre- 
sident for the next four years. 
Preceding election day had been 
a long and arduous campaign 
staged by both the Democratic 
and Republican Parties. Moth par- 
ties were presenting to the people 
new leaders who were politically 
unknown. The Democratic Party 
went to the people on the basis 
that "they had never had it so 
good", which was unequivocally 
true. The Republican Party went 
to the people saying that It was 
"time for a change", a claim 
which was substantiated by gory 
detail. Surprisingly enough, the 
Issues, for the most part. Involved 
the parties rather than the can- 
didates themselves. Elsenhower 
wns admired and respected for 
his brilliant military career. Stev- 
enson, though little known, had 
done a reasonably good job as 
Covemor of the state or Illinois 
and soon asserted his Intellectual 
prowess. 

THIHL'TF, 

On election dny the American 
people paid Eisenhower the great- 
est tribute possible by electing 
him President of the United 
States of America In a truly 
decisive victory. Strange ns it 
may seem, I do not believe that 
the result Indicates a complete 
denial of appreciation of Steven 
son's many great qualities. On tho 
contrary. It was a 'sort ot censure 
of the Democratic Party. The 
American people were truly dis- 
satisfied with the degeneration of 
the administration which had 
taken place at the Washington 
political scene, now dominated 
for twenty years by the Demo- 
cratic Party. No one can deny 
that anomalies between sound nnd 
efficient government and political 
corruption did exist. The fear wns 
that Stevenson, as a Democrat, 
could not entirely avoid this cnt- 
aclyBm and really clean house, 
which was the prime considera- 
tion of the American people. 

Soon after his Inauguration on 
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By G. H. Lindsay 

January 20, 1953, President 
Elsenhower made known to Con- 
gress his choice of Members of 
the Cabinet. After much ha- 
ranguing in Congress as to the 
advisability of certain Members' 
owning shares in corporations 
directly affiliated with their dc 
partments, and the overcoming of 
this detail, the Cabinet Members 
were accepted nnd sworn In. 



CABINET 
The Members of Eisenhower's 
C'nbinet were people whose ability 
was already proven In their re- 
spective fields In the business 
world. These were people who 
were chosen on their ability and 
not political connections. Where 
political connections had once 
been the byword, ability was now 
the prime fnctor in their choice. 
This was a Managerial Cabinet 
which was to give the U.S.A. 
sound and efficient government - 
a Cabinet to do away with the 
mitddlo which had just previously 
existed— a Cabinet to give the 
U.S.A. definite nnd bold leader- 
ship which It so vitally needed. 



backbone of the Western bloc, It 
can expect unity from its allies 
arter some concessions, providing, 
of course, that all the nations con- 
cerned have conceded as equally 
as possible. This is obvious, for 
there Is strength through unity, 
nnd Irreconcilable differences can 
do nothing other than weaken tho 
western world — something which 
I'm sure the Kremlin would be 
quite pleased to observe. If there 
Is unity In purpose, should there 
not also be unity In policy? 

MIIilTABISTICUMiV 
Militarlstlcally, American pol- 
icy is equally obvious. They are 
interested in compatible and com- 
parable military forces under a 
unified command which would he 
effective in the advent of Com- 
munist aggression nnd military 
power that would even net ns a 
deterrent to aggression. Much has 
been accomplished lu this field 
through American participation lu 
NATO and the Pacific 'pact. Even 
more will be accomplished when 
EUC Is finally ratified. Quite un- 
derstandably, much difficulty Is 
being met In the rapid aeceptanco 
ot this proposal. As It Is, EBC is 
a compromise to overcome the 
difficulty ot allowing West Cerm- 
any Into NATO. In this struggle 
for survival, clear thinking rather 
than emotional bias should be the 
primary consideration and past 
grievances, as far as is virtually 
possible, should be cast aside. In 
so far as Asia Is concerned, this 
same policy dominates. We must 
strengthen all the pro-Western 
nations with eventual rearmament 
of Japan as the end In view. 

Thus American foreign policy is 
basically an economic and milit- 
ary defence against world Com- 
munism. Although it may be true, 
ns many argue, that diplomacy. 
In tho true sense of the word, hat) 
dipped, at long last we have a 
clear and definite policy; and 
through this clarity success seems 
more clearly attainable.

There was a time when Amer- 
icans and Canadians good-lium- 
ourcdly criticized each oilier and 
laughed at each otlior's faults. 
Back In tho days when the travel 
bag first bit America, Canadians 
laughed 'at tho antics of Krcen 
American tourists coming north 
to look for bears and* motilities, 
and Amorlcans took tho Joke lu 
good nature. 

But now the criticism that Ib 
flying faster and faster across tho 
Great Unguarded norder Is tinged 
•with Intolerance and bitterness, 
often marked by a mutual Ignor- 
ance that Is appalling between 
two "Good Neighbours" who have 
lived together so long. 

SPREAD OP DISEASE 
We must faco the possibility 
that the disease of Antl-Amerlcan- 
isra la spreading to Canada. There 
Is no doubt that many Canadians 
find themselves taking an almost 
flondlsh delight In making bitter, 
scathing remnrks about tho United 
States. At tho same time, many 
Americans react with anger to any 
criticism from Canada. 



SOURCE OP CRITICISM 
Most Canadian antl-Amerlcan- 
Ism seems to emanate from places 
similar to nnd represented by, for 
Instance, the grill room of the 
Union. Here, almost any day, ono 
may listen to people who should 
know better, ,who need only to 
travel fifty miles south of Mont- 
real to see what idiots they are 
making of themselves, volubly 
portraying the United Slates as a 
land where no person dares open 
his mouth. 

This writer, I should mention, 
Is particularly apt to be shocked 
at hearing such comment. I have 
always loved tho United States .as 
much as my own country, and 
was virtually brought up to be- 
lieve the United States and Can- 
nda to be two countries sepnrated 
by a more or less Imaginary line 
which In time would fade away 
altogether as we became Just one 
big country, perhaps tho first step 
In the eventual realization of the 
World Union Ideal. 

A GENERALIZATION 
What a joke! Canada and tho

United States have not drifted to- 
gether, they havo drifted apart. 
Both countries have been Infected 
by * history's greatest scourge:

must bo a great fight to combat 
theso tendencies, and Canada 
should not run away from a 
frlond, to gloat as It falls apart. 
If tho United States falls apart, 
wo will bo the last to escape un- 
harmed. 

But, unfortunately, wo cannot 
come too closo to the U.S. Amer- 
icans nrc not psychologically 
equipped lo accept a close union 
on any of our terms, while we do 
not want to bo contaminated by 
anything that may happen In thnt 
country. 

We should be calm, objective, 
friendly, and helpful. Wo should 
even bend over bnckwards a little 
(to tho extent of listening to 
Americans with a grain of Bait), 
realizing tho enormity of the prob- 
lems that beset them. 

Any bitterness that creeps Into 
our criticism of the United States 
creeps in for only one reason: It 
Is the country on top. Surely we 
can avoid this, pettyness. 



Today, a method of gaining 
popularity' amongst scml-lllerate 
grorfps seems to be derision, sar- 
casm and outright vocalizations 
Of anti-American feelings. After 
months of listening to this Jib- 
ber-Jabber, I enn quite clearly 
understand their feelings. Thoy 
nre expressions of emotional hlas 
rallier than clear thinking. Tho 
now freo people of Europo forget 
their, hardships under the threat 
of Nazism and tho cruelty of Nazi 
rulo itself. Thoy do not realize 
that, were It' not for America, 
they would still be under that 
terrible oppression. But they say 
llw> U.S. entered the war after 
the greater part of Germany's 
power was spent. Maybe bo, but 
how much could they have done 
without American financial aid 
up to and after the point where 
the Americans did enter the wnr7

Through the Marshall Plnn and 
economic aid to underdeveloped 
countries, once crippled indus- 
tries and ccouc-inles wero revital- 
ized and their very existence mado 
possible. Yes, tho heavily taxed 
American citizen virtually made 
It possible for these onco great 
states to continue existing as 
free, autonomous natlouB. 

KORGETPULNESS 
Why do these nations forget 
all theso things so benevolently 
done by the U.S.?

It 
must be, and quite understand- 
ably so. Theso people of tho onco 
great nations still have their na- 
tionalistic pride and refuse to 
cede the leadership to another 
nation after so short a transition 
period.

Another reason for antl-Amor- 
Ican feeling is the misunderstand- 
ing of crypto-natlonnllsm. The 
Americans are rightfully proud of 



their country, but they tend to 
uso it as a standard of compari- 
son (In tho strictest senso). Na- 
turally other nations differ, for 
what two countries havo tho 
samo climate, political organiza- 
tion, and background? Tho aver- 
ago American citizen, as repres- 
ented by the American tourist, 
docs not understand or apprecia- 
te the cultural differences, and 
so It is logical for him to assume 
that the U.S.A. is the biggest and 
the best. ,/
